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"That Isn't necessary, sir ... we don't care what time you 
come in!"

Health of School Children Is 
Major Responsibility of Parents

In a very short time children 
will be starting to school, and 
whether or not they are ade­ 
quately prepared for the ex­ 
perience depends almost whol­ 
ly on the adults who are 
responsible for their welfare. 
Chief among these individuals 
are the child's parents.

There are certain questions 
that all parents should ask 
themselves before their child 
starts to school and perhaps 
the most important one is, 
"When did my child last have 
a complete examination by a 
physician?" If more than a 
year has elapsed since it was 
given, another physical check­ 
up is due.

  » »
FOR, WIIKN all is said and 

done, it is parents who have 
the major responsibility for the 
health of their children, 
whether of school age or 
younger. In the case of the 
school-age child, however, it is 
a responsibility that school of­ 
ficials must share because so 
much of the child's time is 
spent in t h e school environ­ 
ment. Community agencies are 
also concerned in varying de­ 
grees, particularly health de­ 
partments which provide im­ 
munizations ' against certain 
communicable diseases.

Public schools in Los Angeles 
county generally provide cer­ 
tain health services w h e n a 
child enters school and these 
include a physical examination, 
a dental check-up, and vision 
and hearing tests. These tests 
should be repealed at intervals 
throughout the child's school 
life, otherwise anv deviations 
from the normal that later de­ 
velop may go undetected for 
several years or at least long 
enough for them to become 
chronic and serious   unless 
teachers, school nurses, and 
parents are sufficiently alert 
to detect the signs that may 
reveal all is not well with the 
child.

  IT IS 1'REFERABLK for
parents to have a periodic con­ 
sultation with the teacher or 
school nurse and, if not in­ 
formed, it is their task to find 
out precisely what observations 
have been made on their 
child's physical condition and 
personality, what tests have 
have been given and the find­ 
ings of these tests, and if, 
through accident or neglect on 
their part, there has been anv 
lack of foli'«v-up on recom- 
mendations tl' 1 ' 1 mav previous­ 
ly have been in a de bv the 
school physician or nurse.

A conference of this nature 
provides the narent an excel­ 
lent oportunity to discover 
whether there arc anv social 
or natioiiiil maladjustments 
that m a y have developed 
which, owing to the opportun­ 
ity for observation and to 
training and experience, the 
teacher is most likely to ob­ 
serve.

NO REMEDIABLE handicap­ 
ping condition in a child should 
ever go unconnected. When par­ 
ents cannot afford the neces­ 
sary medical or technical as 
sistance required, there are 
nearly always resources within 
every community to provide 
whatever is needed aid that 
may range from a hearing de­ 
vice or glasses to the services 
of a child psychologist.

It is current opinion that the 
teacher is a key person in the 
school health program since it 
is the teacher that has the 
child under day-long observa 
tion. Indeed, the effectiveness 
of a school health program de 
pends a great deal on the 
teacher's conscientious observ­ 
ance of each child's physical 
and mental development.,

It is also the teacher who 
is best situated to make health 
services an educational expert 
ence for the children under 
her care, so that healthful liv­ 
ing habits and knowledge of 
the body's functions will re­ 
main with them through the 
years. By way of the children 
she may also reaqh the parents 
and perchance correct faulty 
health habits within the family 
group.

     
THE HEALTH of the school 

child is increasingly the focus 
of attention in this disturbed 
and disturbing world, for chil­ 
dren find it more difficult to 
reach their full potential as re­ 
sponsible and well-adjusted 
adults when struggling against 
some physical or mental handi­ 
cap. This is particularly unfor­ 
tunate when the defect is one 
that can be corrected.

It is worth remembering that 
although the skills and services 
of a number of individuals in 
eluding professional workers in 
schools and in voluntary and 
public agencies are freely 
given, the primary responsibil 
ity for the health of the school 
child rests with the parents 
who, whenever possible, should 
keep the child under the sup­ 
ervision of the family physi
